thanks for your answer. However, this is not an allowed response under 
the CPRA. As I said, I am seeking copies of certain records. You're not 
claiming that they're exempt and so your options under the law are to 
provide copies or to provide download links. 

I don't know whether you've already provided me with copies or not 
but I don't see that it matters. In fact I am aware of at least one 
published appellate case, the name of which you can have the City 
Attorney find for you as they're being paid for that sort of thing, in 
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RE: SB1421 REQUEST (LAWA.2019.10.23.a) 


which the court explicitly held that, for perfectly rational reasons, 
requesters have a right to request and receive copies of records copies 
of which they already have. 

So please reconsider your response and choose one of the options 
legally open to you.
